y ou ng lad, and cau sed censu re to be 
heap ed u p on thefheads of tbose/esp on* 
sible. 
To begin w ith, the boy 
was 
at 
fau lt, bu t those who gav e him the 
liqu or were more to blame. 
Oity Marshal Price p laced the boy 
u nder arrest, and had to assist him 
to the cou nty jail. 
He was in a con­ 
dition th a t the English p eop le arc 
wont to 
sty le “ beastly ,” he cou ld 
nieither talk , walk or see. 
At the ja il Su nday m orning, to the 
officers, th e ' boy said his name was 
Frank 
Wilt. 
He makes 
his home 
w ith the Mosback’s liv ing west of this 
city . 
When qu estioned where he p ro­ 
cared the intox icants he said that he 
had p u rcased it from a man whom he 
did not know, a bottle p art tally . filled 
w ith whiskey , giv ing him twenty -fiv e 
cents for it. 
He held to the statem ent 
that he did not know the man. 
The whip p ing p ost or any other sim i­ 
lar means of p u nishm ent Is none too 
sev ere for any one gu itly ¡of stoop ing 
so low -be tte r a m ill stone be tied 
abou t their necks. 
The p ractice of p u rchasing liqu or 
for m inors i* becoming too ccmmon in 
this city , and while it is difficu lt as a 
role, for the^officers, to learn of sach 
offenses, it^will ou ly be a m atter of 
tim e u n til they are fou nd and a rre st­ 
ed, and the lim it u nder the statu tes, 
—a jail sentence — will p robably be 
their rew ard for su ch illegal p ra c ­ 
tices.

S t Petersburg , Sept 2.—Fo r tfce 
seco nd tim e since "Red Sunday " (J an­ 
uary 22, 19 05), Empero r Nicho las y es 
terday entered the capital to attend 
the consecration of a chu rch to the 
memory of his grandfather. Alexander 
U., who was assassinated 
in March. 
1881, on the spot where 
the edifice 
was raised. 
The date of the trip, co­ 
inciding with the conspiracy trial ju st 
closed here, plainly was designed to 
raise the loyalty of the arm y and the 
people. 
It was a com plete su ccess 
and no u ntow ard Incident occu rred. 
The police neglected no precau tion 
to insu re the safety of the em peror, 
and even went so far as to thorou ghly 
search the city and inspect the pass­ 
ports of su spiciou s individu als. 
Gen­ 
darm es were stationed in every win­ 
dow facing the rou te over which the 
Imperial procession passed, and own­ 
ers of hou ses were forbidden to open 
windows u nder pain of a heavy fine. 
Bridge and river traffic was entirely 
su spended, the bank s t of the Neva 
were lined with m arine gu ards, and 
torpedo boats patrolled the river. 
The im perial 
party arrived from 
Peterhof u nannou nced, not a single 
salu te being fired du ring their whole 
stay. 
The em peror and his party dis­ 
em bark ed from a yacht at the ad­ 
m iralty and entered an u nconsplcu ou s 
lau nch, landing at the Grand Du k e 
C onstantinu e's palace. 
Thence they 
proceeded the rem ainder of the way 
to the m em orial chu rch in carriages. 
Thou gh the chu rch faces the Nev­ 
sk y Prospect, It is conveniently reach­ 
ed from the Neva across the M ars 
field drill grou nd, w here a new road, 
flank ed by rows of flags, had been 
m ade for their m ajesties. 
A fter two m onths of daily rains the 
sk y cleared and the su n shone u pon 
the brilliant scene of nearly a hu ndred 
detachm ents of troops with 
widely 
varying u niform s stationed along the 
line of m arch. 
The em peror’s arrival 
was annou nced by cheers from the 
troops, the pu blic look ing on indiffer­ 
ently. 
The big chu rchyard, where the 
im perial party arrived, at the hou r set 
for the fu nction, was pictu resqu ely 
bordered by platoons of cu irassiers, 
grenadiers and dragoons in mu lti-col­ 
ored u niforms. 
After walk ing arou nd the ehu rch 
and salu ting the gu ards the em peror 
entered the edifice, the walls of which 
w ere lined with files of palace grena­ 
diers. and the entrances were gu arded 
by veterans of the Ru sso-Tu rk ish war. 
The em peror seemed to be In excel­ 
lent spirits, bu t the em press had the 
sam e carew orn, sad look which has 
often been rem ark ed. 
After the cer­ 
emony the im perial party left for 
a 
cru ise In the Gu U of Finland.

H enry H. Vinton of the superio r co urt 
in this city refused the Monon rail­ 
ro a ds applicatio n for an injunctio n to 
restrain the railro ad commission of In­ 
diana from putting into effect an o r­ 
der reducing the jo int rate on coal 
from the Linton fields to Stinesv iile 
from 75 cents to 50 cents. 
In anno uncing his decision Judge 
Vinton said that after rev iewing the 
affidav its filed by the railro ad com pa­ 
ny in suppo rt of its contentio n th at 
the reduced rate was unreaso nably 
low and th at the statem ent of the co st 
of o peratio n prepared by Superinten­ 
dent J. B. Sucese and filed by the rail­ 
road counsel, he did not believ e the 
statem ent was sufficiently clear to 
w arrant the issuing of a restraining 
o rder, as the only questio n inv olv ed 
In the applicatio n for a tem po rary in­ 
junctio n was w hether the Monon had 
shown sufficient cause for the issuing 
of the order. 
Judge Vinton said that the whole 
m atter of co m puting the adjustm ent of 
freight rates was one of great intric­ 
acy, the selectio n of the basis of cal­ 
culatio n alone being extrem ely diffi­ 
cult. 
The figures of the superinten­ 
dent, he said, were not conv incing and 
m ade no showing to suppo rt the claim 
th at the reduced rate worked financial 
loss. 
He said the railro ad commission 
had m ade a thorough inv estigatio n 
and found the 50-cent rate a fair one. 
Judge Vinton found autho rity for his 
rulings in sev eral opinions in the fed­ 
eral court.

Indiana Women Take Liv ely Interest 


in All 
Departments of the State 


Fair— Music, Liv estock Shows and 


Parades, Fine Art, Fruit and Flow­ 


ers Are on the Fair's Liat. 


In its plans for the Indiana fair, 
the State Board of A griculture has 
been careful to giv e the women from 
the farm s and the cities and towns 
full co nsideratio n, and the exposition 
will, when it opens in Indianapo lis 
on Septem ber 9 , hav e m any features 
of interest to this elem ent of fair 
patro ns. Year after year the reco rds 
of the S tate Board show th at more 
women than men attend the fair and 
it is also true th at they take keen 
Interest in all departm ents, including 
a num ber which the men ov erlook as 
they inspect the exposition. 
The farm 
women find the fair a rich so urce of 
inform ation, and thro ugh their close 
observ atio n, when they hav e gathered 
up ideas to take home and apply, to 
their own affairs, many of the herds 
and flocks, poultry, dairy and pro ­ 
ducts of the fields hav e been improv ed. 
It is the belief of the m em bers of the 
State Board of A griculture that the 
women do as much to adv ance the 
agricultural interests of the state as 
do the men and that the Indiana fair 
is a co nstant so urce of inspiratio n to 
all the agricultural w orkers. 
Women who go to the fair hav e 
always been interested in the shows 
of liv e sto ck—horses, cattle, sheep 
and swine—and in all of these depart­ 
m ents they will find the exposition 
especially rich. 
The herds of dairy 
cattle and the pro ducts that will be 
shown in the dairy building will be 
on extensiv e scale, and the new liv e 
stock pav ilion will not only afford 
better facilities for showing the stock, 
but giv e the spectato rs m any adv an­ 
tages in seeing what is being done 
to Improv e the quality of the chief 
herds of the country. 
Town and co untry women take liv e­ 
ly Interest in poultry, both at home 
and at the state fair. 
T here is no 
o ther departm ent of the exhibition 
tlyit is m arked by keener com petition 
and it is common for 3,500 or more 
fowls to be shown. 
The po ultry show 
for the coming fair will co ntain as 
m any exhibits, and m aybe more, as 
last year, and the prize aw ards will 
am o unt to $2,301. 
It will no t only be 
the largest show of po ultry in Indi­ 
ana this year, but it is doubtful if any 
S tate fair in the co untry will hav e 
a larger one. 
The corn show of the fair Is also 
of interest to the women and at the 
coming display prizes to the am o unt 
of $259 will be distributed. 
Through 
th eir county societies, the fruit growl­ 
ers of the State show the best pro ­ 
ducts of the v ineyards and o rchards 
and the num ber of indiv idual exhlbi 
to rs is always large. 
The prizes to 
be aw arded on fruit at the next fair 
will am ount to $734. 
The show of 
plants and flowers will be ano ther 
feature in the big ho rticultural build­ 
ing and here, too, will be show*n the 
bees and honey. 
Table luxuries is 
ano ther line at the fair in which the 
women not only show' their accom ­ 
plishm ent In the m aking of bread, 
cakes, pies, pickles and the like, but 
the list of premium s for the coming 
fair is generous, and there are classes 
for the m odest housewife who does 
not boast of her culinary ability and 
there are o ther classes for the pro­ 
fessional bakers. 
The art departm ent of the fair long 
ago o utgrew one of the largest build­ 
ings on the grounds, and year after 
year when it Is crowded with exhibits 
it becomes more and m ore a question 
to the State Board as to what may 
be done to increase the exhibition 
space. 
The art building, fitted a few 
years ago with display cases, where 
the work of the women is pro tected by 
glass, is in b etter condition for both 
v isito rs and exhibito rs than form erly. 
The signs are, howev er, th at at the 
next fair the building will be filled 
to the ov erflowing point with fine spec­ 
im ens of needle and cro chet work, 
em broidery, paintings and draw ings by 
both am ateur and professional, deco­ 
rated china, and many o ther classes 
of finer work which are the product 
of women’s hands. 
The art depart­ 
m ent has been dev eloping rapidly be­ 
cause of the interest the women of 
Indiana hav e taken in It, not only in 
m aking 
extensiv e 
exhibits, 
but 
in 
crowding the av ailable space ev ery 
day of the fair with interested spec­ 
tato rs. 
The women who go to the fair will 
find m usic again one of the choice 
features. 
The W eber band of Cin­ 
cinnati, which won high fav o r last 
year, will giv e two extensiv e pro ­ 
gram s each day fo r fiv e days and a 
num ber of talented so lo ists will be 
beard. 
The band will spend a good 
deal of its tim e in co ncert work be­ 
fore 
the 
art 
building. 
As 
m any 
women as men see the tro tting and 
pacing races at the fair, and in Sept­ 
em ber these co ntests will be of high 
o rder for the am o unt of purses is 
about double th a t of last year and 
there are sev eral new classes. 
The free v audev ille features, giv en 
both m orning and afterno o n will be 
different from the bills which the 
state board has offered in the past.
